He has been secretary -general 
since January' 1. 1992. and his 
five-year term ends December 3 1 .

Israeli Minister Says Hebron

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Eli Suissa,

Avoid the Worst Possible 
Human Tragedy 


W hile in Afghanistan extremist forces of the Taliban 
were fighting with their adversaries, particularly 
Uzbek forces of General Abdul Rashid Dostam, repre- 
sentatives from the regional countries and some others 
were sitting in the United Nations to explore avenues 
leading to peace in that country. 

Monday's one-day meeting was significant because, 
unlike other similar meetings elsewhere, all major play- 
ers in Afghan affairs were present, along with U.N. spe- 
cial envoy on Afghanistan Norbert HolL 

Holl's presence at the U.N. meeting was very useful 
because he had recently engaged extensively in parleys 
with various Afghan groups. Holl's assessment of the 
parleys provided the latest and most authentic picture of 
Afghanistan to the participants at the conference. 

The representatives met behind closed doors, and not 
much information is available about their negotiations 
and resolutions. What we know at this stage is that all 
agreed fighting in Afghanistan should stop immediately. 
Kabul should be demilitarized and political dialogue 
should be held for a broad-based transitional govern- 
ment. 

What Iran and some others are concerned about is 
violation of human rights, particularly women's rights. 

Deputy Foreign Minister lavad 
Zarif, expressed Tehran's utmost concern and reminded 
the delegates of other countries that "fundamental Is- 
lamic principles regarding the role and value of women 
are being trampled upon in the brutest form, regrettably 
in the name of Islam."

U.S., Allied Navies to Monitor Iranian 
War Games in Persian Gulf 


DUBAI (AFP) - U.S. and allied 
warships will monitor large-scale 
Iranian naval maneuvers in the 
Persian Gulf this week as Tehran 
boosts its military capabilities in 
the world's oil shipping lanes, U.S. 
and British officials said. 

Such exercises offer "an oppor- 
tunity to leant how well their 
forces operate together" and some 
of the tactics they are using. Com- 
mander T. McCreary, spokesman 
for the U.S. Fifth Fleet, told AFP. 
"We watch them closely." 

Around 100 Iranian ships and 
40 planes and helicopters will Toe 
deployed in the Persian Gulf and 
Sea 'of Oman starting Thursday in 
1 0 days of war games code-named 
"Victory." Iranian officials said. 

In addition to the 20 U.S. navy 
ships which are in the region 
throughout the year, four British 
and four French warships have 
been in the Persian Gulf over the 
last few weeks to conduct exer- 


cises with U.S. forces and Persian 
Gulf Arab allies. 

German warships are also in the 
region as naval activity increases 
with cooler temperatures, military 
officials said. 

it was the first time a British 
aircraft carrier, the HMS Invinci- 
ble, had been in the Persian Gulf 
since 1992, although British wa^ 
ships are usually present to protect 
merchant ships, conduct exercises 
and enforce U.N. sanctions on Iraq. 

The Invincible, which carries 
16 aircraft, and its escort ships 
would be monitoring the Iranian 
exercises, but this was not the rea- 
son for being in the region, said a 
British defense official who asked 
not to be named. 

, Tin sure they and others will 
take an interest in observing the 
Iranftn naval exercises." the offi- 
cial sahj. "I think we are all quite 
aware oPvthe capability of Iran, 
which is of Concern to our (Persian 


Gulf) colleagues." 

Iran has denounced the in- 
creased allied military presence in 
the Persian Gulf since a U.S.-led 
military coalition drove Iraqi occu- 
pation troops from Kuwait in 1 99 1 . 
but said its exercises were not 
aimed at increasing tension. 

Iran’s Navy Commander Ad- 
miral Ali Shamkhani, who was 
quoted by the Iranian press, 
warned of the "occupying and ille- 
gitimate presence” of Western 
forces in die Persian Gulf, saying 
they were a "main cause of ten- 
sion" in the region. 

He said the exercises "do not 
seek to create tension in the region 
and Iran is not out looking for a 
fight, but we are firm and strong in 
defending our critical interests." 

The aim is to demonstrate Iran's 
"military and defense capabilities 
as a deterrent force and raise coop- 
eration" among various naval

CIA Official

with Spying 

ALEXANDRIA, VIRGINIA. 
U.S.A. (AFP) - A senior Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA)oflficiaf 
with a top-secret clearance was 
charged Monday w ith spying for 
Russia, two days after he was ar- 
rested trying to leave the country . 

Harold Nicholson. 46. who has 
worked for the CIA for 16 years, 
was charged with conspiracy to 
commit espionage early Monday, 
allegedly for financial gain. 

Beginning in 1994. Nicholson 
"revealed a significant amount of 
classified information." CIA Di- 
rector John Deuich said. 

U.S. Attorney Helen Fahey told 
a news conference Nicholson had 
received some SI 20.000 since 
June 1994 from Russian intelli- 
gence services in exchange for 
confidential intelligence data. 

"Mr. Nicholson betrayed his 
country for money. He was moti- 
vated not by ideology but by 
greed.'^Fahey said. 

Nicholson, of Burke. Virginia, 
was arrested Saturday afternoon at 
Dulles International Airport near 
Washington as he prepared to fly 
to Switzerland to meet his Russian 
"handlers,” federal officials said. 

Meanwhile, it was reported 
from Washington that FBI Direc- 
tor Louis Freeh said Monday that 
U.S. intelligence agencies are 
working on other espionage cases. 

"There will be other cases that 
involve the CIA, there will be other 
cases that involve other national 
security agencies," Central IntelU- - 
gence Agency Director John 
Deutch said during the same inter- 
view. 

According to Deutch, some 70 
instances of spying have been un- 
covered over the last 20 years in 
the United Stales.

These men were reported to 
have withdrawn westwards into 
Zaire, enabling people they had 
held under their sway in sprawling 
camps for more than two years to 
return home.

Tlie five-dav summit of 187 
nations in Rome -which ended - 
Sunday relegated to the back- 
ground what the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) 
considers the universal goal of 
"food foralL" they said. 

"It is a pity that the summit did 
not receive tlx: kind of attention 
and support from the international 
community - especially from the 
industrialized nations — il de- 
served." the Hindustan Times 
daily said 

"Tliat a large number of West- 
ern Ii.-aders chose to slay away 
from the summit was indicative of 
tlie scant regard to that they 
show ed to the event. 

"Western participants also 
sought to deflect the course of the 
summit by posting the issue of 
population growth against food 
security." 

The Indian Express, mean- 
while. attacked Indian Prime Min- 
ister H.D. Deve Gowda, who 
frequently describes himself as a 
"humble farmer's son." 

"Deve Gowda journeyed to It- 
aly because (India) thinks it is a 
good idea for prime ministers to 
be permanent fixtures of global 
summits which have become 
dreary features of Boutros-Bou- 
iros Ghnli s stewardship of the 
U.N." 

Tlie net result the editorial 
said, was "little precious". • 

Tlie newspaper underlined the 
point with a headline: "80 meals. 

90 simimiteeis. U.N. picks up 
10.5-niillion-dollar food bill", 
adding: "Today the world popula- 
tion of the hungry is estimated to 
be 800 million, of whom 500 mil- 
lion are in Asia alone." 

The Business Standard said the 
summit was "lackluster", with 
onlv Cuban leader Fidel Castro 


breaking ground rules by asking 
why farmers in the U.S. and 
Europe were being paid to idle 
their land while millions were 
starving 

It agreed with Castro that a 
plan to halve the number of hun- 
gry in the world by 2015 was "a 
shamefully modest target." 

The first paragraph of the 
"Rome declaration on world food 
security" affirmed "the right of 
everyone to have access to safe 
and nutritious food, consistent 


with the right to adequate food 
and the fundamental right of eve- 
rt one to be free from hunger 

"Food should not be used as an 
instrument for political and eco- 
nomic pressure." 

Non-Governmental Organiza- 
tions (NGOs). who held a parallel 
summit in Rome, criticized 
"wealth and power, which now 
threatens global food security’, 
cultural diversity’, and the very 
ecosystems that sustain life on the 
planet." 


Canada, Chile Sign Free Trade Pact 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Canadian 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien and 
Chilean President Eduardo Frei 
signed a free Lrade agreement be- 
tween their two countries on 
Monday. 

The agreement is designed to 
pave the way for Chile's eventual 
accession to. the North American 
Free Trade Agreement ("NAFTA) 
which currently comprises Can- 
ada. Mexico and the United 
States. 

At a press conference. Chretien 
said he understood that U.S. 
President Bill Clinton would re- 
sume his efforts soon to obtain 
fast-track negotiating authority’ 
from congress to enable NAFTA - 
Chile talks to begin. 

Hopes for an agreement to ex- 
pand NAFTA to embrace Chile by

the end of 1995 fell through after 
Clinton failed to persuade the re- 
publican-dominated congress to 
agree to let his administration ne- 
gotiate a deal which congress 
could only approve or reject in its 
entirety. 


Zedillo Takes Themes of Trade and 


Investment to Asia 

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Trade 
and investment will be the key 
themes of Mexican President Er- 
nesto Zedillo s upcoming trip to 
China, ihe Philippines. Singapore 
and South Korea Mexican diplo- 
mats said Monday. 

Zedillo will also attend the 
fourth Asia-Pacific Economic Co- 
operation (APEC) summit to be 
held in tlie Philippines November 
24 and 25. 

The presidential trip will begin 
November 21. when Zedillo goes 
to China to meet with the popu- 
lous iuu ion's prime minister and 


president, then travels to Shanghai 
where lie will meet with Asian 
and Mexican businessmen. 

Zedillo will work on "allowing 
n larger flow of trade and invest- 
ment" between China and Mex- 
ico. foreign affairs vice-minister 
Sergio Gonzalez Galvez told a 
press conference. 

On November 26. Zedillo will 
make an official visit to Singa- 
pore. 

His trip to South Korea will be 
the first ever by a Mexican presi- 
dent. 


New Romanian. Leader Signals 

Change of Economic Track 


BUCHAREST (Reuter) - Roma- 
nia's new president lias pledged 
swift economic reform and a wel- 
come for foreign investment in 
what analysis say may be a bright 
start forthc Balkan country's rule 
by non-communists. 

Emil Consianiiiiescu. whose 
centrist democratic convention 
won parliamentary polls earlier 
tills montlL emerged victorious in 
Sunday s presidential election, 
w ith exit polls placing him a com- 
fortable seven points ahead of his 
rival Ion Iliescu. 

"Tlie lime for action has be- 
gun. From this moment we'll 
have to work. We will have an 
austerity program as the economic 
crisis is much deeper than in 
1992." Constantinescu said. 

Analy sis welcomed Constanti- 
nescu 's warning tliat painful sacri- 
fice was needed to pul Romania's 
unhealthy economy back on track 
and said tlie electoral clean sweep 
had given reformists the credibil- 
ity they need to take drastic meas- 
ures. 

But they say they are still waft- 
ing for specifics on how promis- 
ing words will be turned into 
action. 

•‘After the euphoria of victory, 
winners should rapidly tum to the 
raw reality, which means a plung- 
ing leu currency, burdening trade

and budget gaps and upsets in the 
banking system." economist Teo- 
dor Nicolaescu said. 

"Constantinescu s election is 
definitely a positive development 
but we will wail and see how his 
government tackles tlie funda- 
mental problems before we en- 
courage foreigners to invest 
heavily." said Mark Holdsworth 
of Ing Barings in London. 

Constantinescu lias already 
promised to implement reforms 
which stalled under ex-commu- 
nist Iliescu s seven year rule. 

His campaign pledges inter- 
twined reforms -- including faster 
privatization, liberalization of cur- 
rency markets and tough financial 
and monetary moves - with 
promises of higher pensions, child 
benefits and soda! welfare. 

Analysts warned the new cabi- 


net may have to give up costly 
social promises to secure interna- 
tional financial support it needs to 
plug deficit gaps and fund a hefty 
winter energy bill. 

"We must take advantage of 
ihe good signals Iliescu ’s depar- 
ture has sounded, showing Roma- 
nia has for ever parted with 
communism," Nicolaescu said. 

Economists, urged the new 
government to present a detailed 
reform strategy, immediate steps 
to cool the overvalued leu cur- 
rency and restrictions on mone- 
tary expansion and spending. 

"In the months ahead we can 
expect blips in inflation owing to 
a markedly depreciated leu and to 
slippages in the budgetary and 
monetary policies of the past 
months." Nicolaescu said. 

The leu currency has sunk to a 
street value of 5.100 to the dollar, 
a 44 percent depreciation in a 
month, although its official value 
is a trade-busting 3.485. 

Inflation, cut to 28 percent last 
year, soared to 45 percent at end- 
August and budget and trade defi- 
cits surged. 

"All these issues imply that the 
economy must be managed with a 
firm hand. They have to assume 
the risk to lei the leu float as pres- 
sure on it is on the rise." Nico- 
laescu said.

RIYADH - Saudi Arabia's 
non-oil exports arc expected to be 
27 percent higher this year than 
last, tlie commerce minister said 
in comments published Monday. 

Osama Fakeeh said that non- 
oil exports are projected at 30 bil- 
lion rivals (S8 billion) in 1996 
compared with 23.7 billion rivals 
($6.3 billion) in the previous year, 
the Arab News reported. 

Tlie English-language newspa- 
per said he spoke on the sidelines 
of an export promotion exhibition 
Sunday in the eastern city of Jid- 
dnh. 

Crude oil is the mainstay of the 
Saudi economy, but the kingdom 
is dying to diversify’ exports. 

KUWAIT - Kuwait has de- 
cided to loan the casli-stiappcd 
U.N. compensation commission 
$5 million so it can continue in- 
vestigating Persian Gulf war dam- 
ages and paying reparations to 
victims. 

Kuwait news agency said the 
step was approved in Sunday's 
cabinet meeting in order to "safe- 
guard the rights" of the victims of 
Iraq's 1990 invasion of this oil- 
rich state. 

The oil-for-food agreement be- 
iween Iraq and the United Nations 
was expected to provide the Ge- 
neva-based panel with $100 mil- 
lion each month, but it is not yet 
in place. 

The deal allows Baghdad to 
sell $1 billion of oil even- 90 days 
to buy food and medicine for its 
people and pay for war damages 
Kuna did not provide any fur- 
ther details about the loan. 

Kuwait estimates its losses 
from the seven-month Iraqi occu- 
pation and tlie Persian Gulf war at 
$116 billion 

Kuwait has received $6.22 
million from the panel and distrib- 
uted the funds to citizens who lost 
relatives or were wounded in the 
war. 

MANAMA - Bahrain Mari- 
time and Mercantile International 
announced Monday it is investing 
4 million dinars ($10.6 million) in 
a new office and warehouse facil- 
ity at the industrial area of Sitra. 

It said in a press release that 
the facility at Sitra. lo kilometers 
(6 miles) southeast of Manama, 
will be completed by end of 1997. 
The construction contract has 
been awarded to local companies 
Cybarco and Mohammed Sala- 
huddin. 

NEW YORK - Tosco Corp. 
said it agreed to buy 76 Products 
Co., the refining and marketing 
unit of Unocal Corp.. in a deal 
worth about $2 billion that will 
create a powerhouse gasoline re- 
tailer on the U.S. west coast. 

FRANKFURT - Deutsche 
Telekom AG Stock took off in a 
buying frenzy’ in Europe's biggest 
slock offering and the second big- 
gest in history. The stock market 
exploded in a frenzy of activity, 
with more than 38 million shares 
changing hands — marking a revo- 
lution for Germans, who have tra- 
ditionally been wary of investing 
in stocks.

Miracle Baby Who Was Just 

a Handful 
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S he weighed just 14 ounces at 
birth and could fit easily into 
her father's hands. 

And as doctors gave her a loo- 
\ chance of survival. Glenna 
Mitchell's anguished parents 
could only pray as tlieir baby lost 
another two ounces in weight. 

But today. after almost four 
months of lieurtache. proud par- 
ents Tonya and Tom arc taking 
their daughter home for the first 
time. 

Glenna .w as bom by Caesarean 
section on July 7 at less than 28 
weeks after doctors said Tonya's 
high blood pressure and other 
health problems were endanger- 
ing mother and baby. 

Medics told the couple to ex- 
pect (lie worst because their new- 
baby had immature lungs, tiny or- 
gans and virtually no muscle. 

"We told the family we didn't 
know if the baby would survive." 
said Dr. Charles Winslow, of 
Bhidgett Memorial Medical Ceu- 
icr. near Grand Rapids. Michigan. 

"By early August she got veiy. 
very sick. So sick that my concern 
was she might have cardiac ar- 
rest" 

Her parents even considered 
taking Glenna off the respirator. 
Tonya. 25. said: "We didn't want 
to lose her. but we didn't want to 
make her suffer more." But within 
five days, the baby began to im- 
prove — and the doctors admitted 
they were baffled. 

Now weighing 41b 7oz. Glenna 
is a "normal, healthy baby" who 
drinks formula milk and, amaz- 
ingly. receives no medication. 

"She was real sick and the doc- 
tors had to crank up the repirator. 
Her stomach was expanding and it 
looked ven bad." said Tonya, a 
school assistant who works with 
handicapped children.

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HOUSTON (Reuter) - Physicians 
said earlier they were experiment- 
ing with a technique to induce a 
small heart attack in patients to 
cure their heart problems. 

The method involves injecting 
ethanol, or pure alcohol, into en- 
larged hearts to' kill excess tissue. 
V'lhereby reducing strain on the or- 
gan, they said. 

The originator of the tech- 
nique, Ulrich Sigwan of Britain's 
Royal Brompton Hospital, as- 
sisted heart specialists Robert 
Roberts and William Spencer here 
when they performed it for the 
first rime on a U.S. patient, a 
33-year-old woman. 

They said the woman was in 
good condition and her bean heat- 
ing strongly. 

Sigwart said the procedure has 
'-&■ bam done on-ahnur 1 00 patients in 
Europe. Canada and Asia since he 


began using it 2 1/2 years ago. 
"Tiie success rate has been very 
high." he said. 

The hope is that it will be a tool 
chat physicians can use instead of 
surgery to help patients with en- 
larged hearts, or cardiomyopathy. 

"I found the idea appealing to 
create a small heart attack selec- 
tively in the area where we had too 
much muscle and do in essence the 
same thing as is being done by 
surgery," he said. 

"It's much less invasive. Yon 
don’t have to open the chest, " Sig- 
wart said of the procedure. 

Sigwart said the alcohol did not 
enter the patient's bloodstream, 
therefore there were no intoxicat- 
ing effects. But. he, said, the pro- 
cedure was not without pain. 

"It hurts to get alcohol into the 
heart,” he said. 

Roberts, head of cardiology at 


Houston's Methodist Hospital, 
said several milliliters of alcohol 
were injected into a specific region 
of die heart through a catheter fed 
into the body through the left main 
coronary artery. 

It kills heart tissue — which is 
what happens during a heart attack 
because of lack of bloodflo w — but 
only in parts of the heart selected 
by the physician. 

Enlarged hearts, or 
cardiomyopathy, work harder to 
pump blood. The procedure re- 
duces the heart’s size and in- 
creases its jumping pressure, 
which eases the strain on the heart, 
Roberts said. Cardiomyopathy is 
often the cause of sudden death in 
athletes, who develop the condi- 
tion because of a generic abnor- 
mality. Roberts said. 


Brazilian Study Finds Record Density of 

Tree Species 


NEW YORK (AP) - Ecologists 
have found that a small patch of 
Brazilian rainforest contains 476 
tree species, more than any spot of 
similar size ever studied. 

All 476 species were confined 
to a 2.5-acre (one-hectare) plot, a 
Brazilian ecologist reported dur- 
ing the Atlantic Forest Ecological 
Corridors Workshop, a meeting 
held recently in the Brazilian state 
of Bahia. 

The study area, located about 
300 miles (500 kilometers) north- 
east of Rio de Janeiro, is pan of a 
rain forest ecosystem that is fre- 
quently cited as one of the world's 
most endangered. 

“It just re-emphasizes how im- 
portant these threatened hotspot 
areas are," said Russell Mitter- 
raeier. who is president of Conser- 
vation International and attended 


the mid-October meeting. 

The study was done in the At- 
lantic coastal forest, an area of 
eastern Brazil that has been deci- 
mated since the Portuguese settled 
it 500 years ago. Ecologists esti- 
mate that about 5 percent of the 
original forest remains. 

Conducted by Luciana Dias 
Thomaz of Brazil’s Universidade 
Estadual Paulista, the study found 
104 tree species that had never 
been seen in the Atlantic coastal 
forest before, and five that are 
completely new to science. 

That number could increase as 
the study's results are analyzed 
more completely, said Wayt 
Thomas, an ecologist at the New 
York botanical garden who lias 
done similar studies in die Atlantic 
coastal forest. 

“It provides a little snapshot of 


the forest," Thomas said. 

Thomas was the first to try 
cataloging the number of species 
in small rain forest plots. His 1 993 
study of a 2.5-acre (one-hectare) 
section in the Brazilian state of 
Bahia found 458 species. 15 of 
them previously unknown. During 
the same year a similar study of 
ihe Amazon rain forest, which is 

distinct from the Atlantic coastal 
ecosystem, found 473 species 
within the same area. 

Ecologists are amazed at those 
numbers because, on average, a 
s imil ar patch of North American 
temperate forest contains only two 
to 20 tree species.

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Chechen Authorities Aim to Revive War-Ravaged Oil Industry 



GROZNY. RUSSIA (AFP) - 
Chechnya's new coalition govern- 
ment. dominated by the rebels 
who forced Moscow's hand after 
21 months of war. plans to revive 
oil production in die republic and 
close private refineries which pro- 
1 iterated before and during the 
conflict. 


Separatist Leader Zelimkhan 
Yandarhiycv signed a decree on 
October 12 ou dining immediate 
steps to ensure a government mo- 
nopoly on drilling and the produc- 
tion and sale of oil. But 
Khodzh-Akhmed Yarikhanov, re- 
cently appointed director of the 
Chechen Southern Oil Company 


by the separatist authorities, warns 
that regaining control of oil sup- 
plies will be "very tricky". 

"In practice, production is con- 
trolled by very influential figures 
or armed groups, whom neither 
Yandarhiycv nor Prime Minister 
Aslan Maskfaadov dares challenge 
openly yet." 


During (he war. which was 
halted by a peace accord signed on 
August 31. the separatists made 
some money from wells and pipe- 
lines they had captured, and some 
local warlords are loath to give up 
such lucrative -resources. 

And before die massive Rus- 
sian military intervention in De- 
cember 1994. Chechnya was a 
center for clandestine oil refining. 

Former Independence Leader 
Dzhokhar Dudayev granted sev- 
eral groups, including units in his 
separatist army, the right to cap oil 
from pipelines, refine it and sell it. 

Numerous small refineries now 
produce low-grade petrol, sold in 
hig Jars by the side of the road for 
500 rubles (10 cents) per liter. 

"Forcing the closure of these 
refineries would risk not only pro- 
voking armed clashes, but could 
be very unpopular, because the 
network for the extraction, refin- 
ing. transportation and sale of oil 
is the only source of income for 
hundreds of families." Yarik- 
Iianov said. 

However, in the coming 
months Maskluidov's government 
plans to crack down on black mar- 
ket oil sales, and hinds have been 
allocated for the reconstruction of 
major refineries. 


The large state refinery and one 
other refinery in Grozny are doe 
to come on stream again in the 
coming days. 

Meanwhile, the Chechen 
authorities accuse Moscow of fail- 
ing to release funds to revive oil 
production. 

A Russian-Chechen joint com- 
mission sec up after the peace deal 
was signed, is working on new 
plans for the oil industry. 

The Southern OH Company es- 
timates that reconstruction of oil 
installations in November and De- 
cember will require investment of 
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303 billion rubles ($60 million)* 
since all the oH storage facilities 
were destroyed in (he war. 

The new Chechen government 
aims to reestablish oil production 
at two minion tones annually in six 
months 1 time. 

In the 1960s the former Soviet 
Republic of Checherx^Ix^vdteda ^ 
produced 22 million tones oferude 
annually — almost one-third of to- 
tal Soviet output. 

But Chechnya’s production 
went into decline in the 1970s, 
when the USSR began developing 
vast oilfields in Siberia, and die 
small north Caucuses republic's 
output had fallen to 3.6 million 
tones annually by 1991. the year 
the Soviet Union collapsed. 
Chechnya has remained an impor- 
tant refining center, strategically 
situated on che route, of Russia's-^ 
only pipeline carrying Caspian oil 
to the Black Sea port of Novoros- 
siisk. During the war the pro-Rus- 
sian Chechen government 
continued producing about 
300.000 tones annually. 

However, Moscow-backed 
Chechen Leader Doku Zavgayev 
halted official production in April 
1 996, while the war was still rag- 
ing. alleging that huge quantities 
of oil were being stolen. 
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IN THE EYE OF HURRICANE 
FRAN (AP) - The winds howled 
at 120 miles (190 kilometers) an 
hour, tearing sheets of spray from 
seas as high as three-story build- 
ings. 

As the P-3 Orion research 
plane labored higher, ice particles 
clattered against its metal skin and 
cut visibility to less than wingtip 
distance. 

While scientists monitored rat- 
tling racks of radar screens and 
other instruments, pilots manipu- 
lated control yokes, throttles and 
rudder pedals to keep the aircraft 
aloft. When hurricanes threaten, 
coastal dwellers board up, fuel up 
and head inland. Weather watch- 
ers cut to the chase - powering 
straight into the whirling clouds. 

As hurricane Fran clobbered 
the Carolinas recently, 18 govern- 
ment flyers and scientists clam- 
bered aboard “Miss Piggy” - as 
the lurching laboratory is known 
to its crew - rocking and roiling 
right into the eye of the storm. 

For frequent flyers, the ride 
was jiKi another day at the office. 

“I told my mother I'm going 
out here to relax.” said Capt. 
George Player, director of the Na- 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration's Aircraft Opera- 
tions Center, after a turn in the 
pilot’s seat. 

The 1 0-hour flight started with 
pass after pass through the storm 
at 5.000 feci ( 1 .500 meters), while 
scientists probed every wind gust, 
pressure change and lightning 
boll. Misty plumes blew from 
ducts in the plane as the air condi- 
ttoning fought the wet atmos- 
phere. 

The Orion, one of the flagships 
of an NOAA air fleet based at 
McDill air force base in Tampa. 
Florida, sent data to forecasters, 
before starting experiments to 
gauge electrical activity in the 
swirling clouds and rain bands. 

Plunging into hurricanes is 
regular duty for the airborne re- 
search platforms, which go 
around the world to study severe 
storms, global climate changes, 
air chemistry and pollution, Arctic 
ice formation and oceanography. 

Each storm is different, how- 
ever, and a distinguishing mark of 
Fran was a ragged, cloud-filled 
center rather than a dean donut

hole down to the churning sea. 

“It’s a very cloudy eye, which 
will be fortunate for people along 
the coast, ' 1 said hurricane watcher 
Mike Black, bouncing and sway- 
ing in the seat behind the pilot as 
his voice strained above the roar 
of the propeller engines. 

At least Fran wasn’t building to 


category 4 strength - winds from 
131 to 155 MPH (210 to 250 
KPH) - as did hurricane Andrew 
in 1992 and hurricane Hugo in 
1989, said Black, of NOAA’s hur- 
ricane research division in Miami. 

In bad storms, the pilot keeps 
both hands on the yoke while the 
flight engineer throttles the four 


turboprop engines to keep tile P-3 
from being spun around or up- 
ended by violent updrafts and 
downdrafts. 

“Once you know what's going 
on it all makes sense. Air pockets, 
turbulence, it’s all part of the ride. 
In a sense, it is routine,” said 
Brian Taggart, who needs at least 


50 stonn flights before he can 
command a hurricane plane, 
Taggart, 34, whose father was 
an NOAA pilot, has waited a long 
time for his first turns at the con- 
trols in a hurricane. In high 
school, he took flying lessons after 
class, sometimes skipping classes, 
and got his pilot’s license before 



his diploma. 

It’s worth it, he said. “You’re 
not flying a bus here. Every mis- 
sion is unique.” 

The plane climbed to 20,000 
feet (6, 100 meters) for the electri- 
cal experiments that black and his 
colleagues had designed. 

In hurricanes, the flyers said, 
flickering ball lightning - long 
known to sailors as Saint Elmo's 
fire - can build up on the air-sam- 
pling boom extending from the 
nose of the plane. 

The pulsating glow may grow 
from basketball size to a globe six 
feet (1.8 meters) in diameter be- 
fore it suddenly vanishes a 
shimmering cascade back along 
the plane’s hull. 

Fast growing hurricanes tec$- 
to be electrically active, while ma- 
ture or weakening storms produce 
less lightning, studies show. Re- 
searchers hope learning more 
about che electrical behavior of 
storms will mean better forecasts. 

Hurricanes can tower up to 
50,000 feet (15,240 meters). 
From 15,000 feet (4.570 meters) 
up, Fran, like others, was a swirl- 
ing mass of subzero winds, snow 
and ice. 

The aircraft bounced anb 
creaked as it climbed, ice particles 
clanging noisily. But there was no 
lightning. 

Electrically, Fran was a fizzle. 

Still, such chances for firsthand 
observation draw researchers 
from all over the world. 

Chris Samsury, 28. of the Hur- 
ricane Research Division, said be 
was destined from childhood for a 
spot on the plane - whatever die 
risk. 

Growing up on the Texas coasi 
and in New Orleans, he was 
fascinated with the disruptive 
storms, be studied meteorology at 
Texas A and M and earned a mas- 
ter's degree in hurricane struc- 
ture. 

“At that point I was interested 
in being here,, studying hurri- 
canes,” said S ams ury, co-author 
with Black of the electrical experi- 
ments. 

“Obviously flying into hurri- 
canes is not the safest thing. But 
they’re professional pilots and the 
plane is built for it," he said- 
you’re not a little concerned, 
you’re probably. not human.”

For the jazz community the re- 
cent concert was a chance to pay 
back one of the jazz world's lead- 
ing patrons. 

"1 really don't feel that I've 
done anything for jazz except to 
support something that I love." 
the (’ii-ycar-old Eastwood said 
offstage. ’T\c done movies with 
classical music and biuegrass. yon

Audiences around the world 
know Eastwood for extending the 
boundaries of one original Ameri- 
can art form - the Western. Less 
widely known is his devotion to 
that other original art form - jazz: 
Long before he finst saddled a 
horse on screen. Eastwood 
dreamed of becoming a jazz musi- 
cian. 

As a teenager in Oakland, 
California, in the 1940s, East- 
wood learned die piano by play- 
ing along to the Fats Waller 
records his niodicr brought home. 

"But I wasn’t very disciplined 
when I was younger ... and didn’t 
work at- it rigorously." said East- 
wood. who can be heard playing a 
Rodgers and Han ballad in the pi- 
ano bar in "In tlie Line of Fire.” 

After high school. Eastwood 
played scmiprofcssionnlly in Oak- 
land bars, then got drafted into the 
army and afterward moved to Los 
Angeles, where he attended col- 
lege and studied acting. 

“ I got sidetracked and became 
an actor, and it ruined my whole 
career." he said. But he never lost 
his enthusiasm for jazz. 

Wlien he got a chance to direct 
Iris first feature. "Play Misty for 
Me” (1971 k he cast himself as a 
jazz disc jockey stalked by a de- 
ranged fan obsessed with pianist 
Erroll Gamer's ballad “Misty.” 

Over the years. Eastwood has 
used jazz-oriented composers 
such as Lcnnie Nichaus on his 
soundtracks, spotlighting such 
jazz musicians as trumpeter Jon 
Faddis and saxophonist James 
Rivers. Eastwood hims elf has 
written the themes for "Unfor- 
given" and “The Bridges of 
Madison County.'’ as executive 
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Provincial Museum Fig fits to Stay Open 


KOSTROMA. RUSSIA (Reuter) - 
Viktor Ignatyev has had five heart 
attacks and fears he may not have 
long to. live. 

At a time of cuts in spending on 
Russian culture, he fears the same 
fate awaits the art museum which 
he has spent most of his life turning 
into a cultural gem in the provin- 
cial town of Kostroma, some 320 
km (200 miles! northeast of Mos- 
cow. 

Some of the top cultural sights 
in Moscow and St. Petersburg have 
won a reprieve under a recent gov- 
ernment pledge to reduce the cuts. 
But distant places like Kostroma, a 
four-hour drive from Moscow, 
have missed out and are desperate. 


"We have no money. We are 
fighting for our very survival." said 
Ignatyev, the museum's 58-year- 
old director. 

Kostroma, a town of 300,000 
on the banks of the Volga River, is . 
part of Russia's golden ring, a 
chain of towns and cities contain- 
ing many of the country’s most 
famous churches and monasteries. 
Its famous Ipaty Monastery was 
founded in the \ 3th century, al- 
though the present building dates 
from the 1590s. 

Ignatyev and his museum, 
which exhibits icons and paintings, 
are victims of the cash crisis which 
has hit much of Russian society 
and forced big cuts in the already 
small culture budget 

Even the spending promised to 
the arts under the budget has failed 
to materialize this year. 

Some of the country’s leading 
artists have protested against cuts 
wh ich they say strangle the arts and 
threaten institutions such as the 


Hermitage Museum in Si. Peters- 
burg with closure. 

The government has bowed to 
the pressure and promised cash to 
ensure the cultural flagships in 
Moscow and Sr. Petersburg stay in 
business. But out in the provinces, 
the pleas for help are like voices in 
the w ilderness. 

Ignaty ev and the 70 other mu- 
seum workers have not been paid 
since July. His wife Natasha, head 
of the city's library, has also not 
been paid for months and they 
scrape by on his 84-year-old 
mother-in-law’s meager pension. 

The museum’s electricity, 
water, heating and telephone bills 
have not been paid for weeks. Nei- 
ther have the guards, who watch 
the museum out of a sense of duty 
to old friends. 

"From time to time the head of 
security calls and asks ‘Where is 
the money?’ Then I say ‘We don’t 
have any’. And then we joke, talk 
a bit and it’s business as usual 
again," Ignatyev said. 

The museum — two white tum- 
of-the- century buildings, one of 
which was a monument to the Ro- 
manov dynasty which ruled Russia 
for 300 years — has received only 
600 million (Sill ,000) of the 890 
million roubles (5161,000) prom- 
ised this year. 

Its marble-lined main hall 
needs a new lick of paint. Some of 
the old white curtains in the show- 
rooms, meant to protect the valu- 
able collection of icons, 18th 
century portraits and Russian avant 
garde works from sunlight, are 
falling apart 

”We can’t even afford the rope 
to hang the paintings," Ignatyev 
said. 


His greatest torment was watch- 
ing the collection gradually fading 
away with no money to buy the 
spirit and cotton wool needed for 
restoration, let alone funds to buy 
new items. 

"I feel like a doctor who has the 
' will and the knowledge but not the 
means to save the life of a patient," 
he said. 

His patient has been a difficult 
one since Ignatyev became the mu- 
seum's director 33 years ago. 

Defying the communist 
authorities, he used tricks and per- 
suasion to build up the collection, 
parts of which have traveled to ex- 
hibitions in Western capitals. 

In the 1 960s, he dug out several 
icons from the ruins of devastated 
churches in the Kostroma region, 
including a 16th century painting 
of Archangel Michael. 

He also saved the work of con- 
temporary Russian artists who 
were outlawed at the time for re- 
fusing to paint in the stylerof "So- 
cialist Realism" favored by the 
communist authorities. 

"There was an order from the 
culture ministry in Moscow to de- 
stroy all these works," Ignatyev 
said. "So I burned some empty can- 
vasses and told the authorities: 
"It’s done.” 1 


He hid the paintings in a base- 
ment where they survived die com- 
munist era. They are now another 
jewel of the collection. 

The museum depends fully on 
the regional budget of Kostroma, 
which is nearly as big as Austria 
but one of die poorer parts of Rus- 
sia, with no money-making indus- 
try and high unemployment

Hun Sen Warns of Military Reaction Following 

Murder of Brother-in-Law 


ATHENS (IRNA) - Egypt's lop 
diplomat at the United Nations in 
New York Monday said there was 
a worldwide consensus on the 
nomination of United Nations 
Srarton-Gciieral Boutros Bou- 
iros-Ghali for a second five-year 
term. 

"The African countries agree, 
the Europeans agree. The whole 
world agrees. The only exception 
is the United Stales." Egypt's per- 
manent U.N. representative Nabil 
al-Arabi said in an interview with 
Egyptian radio Saul ai-Arab today 
morning. 

Washington has said it will 
veto Ghaii's nomination for a sec- 
ond-term. but it lias not proposed 
any other candidate. 

TtevSecurity Council will be- 
gin formal consultations Monday 
to pick a candidate for election by 
the 185-nation General Assembly. 

Arabi said the U.S. has not 
given any clear mason for its ob- 
jection to the candidacy of the 74- 
y car-old Egyptian diplomat 
whose current term expires on 
December 31. 

"The United Slates always 
speaks about democracy and the 
rule of the majority, but when it 
comes to the United Nations, it 
wants to dictate its conditions." 
lie said. 

If the U.S. uses its veto, he 
said. Arican countries will ask for 
a few days time for consultations 
to announce their position.

Last week. Egypt Formally 
nominated Boutros-GhaLL the 
only candidate, for re-election, 
said the radio. 

Asked if Boutros-Ghali's con- 
demnation of the Israeli bombing 
of a U.N. shelter in Cana in south- 
ern Lebanon early this year influ- 
enced the American decision. 
Nabil al- Arabi said "It maybe one 
of the several reasons." 

Boutros-Ghali, a former Egyp- 
tian foreign minister, is a Chris- 
tian of the Coptic Sect by faith. 


PHNOM PENH (AFP) - A gun- 
man shot dead the brother-in-law 
of Cambodian second Prime Min- 
ister Hun Sen. a senior govern- 
ment official, outside a restaurant 
in central Phnont Penh yesterday, 
police and relatives said. 

Colonel Kov Samuth. 39. dep- 
uty director of the Interior Minis- 
try 's Economics Branch, died of 
massive chest wounds shortly af- 
ter arriving at Phnom Perth's Cal- 
mette Hospital, police said. 

Hun Sen vowed a military re- 
sponse in a speech broadcast on 
national radio just hours after the 
killing of Kov Samuth. his wife's 
brother. . 

"It is lime for me to prepare the 
forces to fight in the coming few 
hours or days if it is necessary to 
protect the people's lives." he 
said. 

Kov Samuth was gunned down 
outside a popular restaurant by an 
unidentified assailant who es- 
caped on a motorcycle with the 
help of at least one accomplice. 

Hun Sen said he believed the 
murder was an attempL to intimi- 
date members of an alleged un- 
derground Kluuer Rouge terrorist 
cell operating in Phnom Penh 
from defecting. 

"I w ish to inform my beloved 
people... that if the underground 
group faces risks (in defecting), 1 
will have an immediate reaction 
because a military' reaction to pro- 
vide safety for our people is my 
dutv." 


On Saturday, in men clauning- 
lo be members of the cell held a 
press conference at Him Sen s 
iiouse in which they claimed that 
i he unrecognized opposition- 
Khmer Nation Party (KNP) was a 
Khmer Rouge front and that 
members of the Royalist Funrin- 
pec Parly had conspired to cover 
up the link. 

They further alleged that the 
Kluner Rouge had planted agents 
in different political parties as 
well in ns in senior positions in 
the police and military. 

KNP officials and Funonpec 
president first Prime Minister 
Prince Norodom Ranariddh, have 
angrily denied the men’s allega- 
tions which were presented with 
no supporting evidence except for 
a six-page typed confession. 

But in his speech, Hun Sen 
said he had direct proof of the al- 
legations and warned "politicians 
and political parties" not to inter- 
fere with his work in convincing 
the rest of the underground group 
to defect 

He said three of the men had 
identity cards signed by Prince 
Ranari ddh and rejected the 
prince's call for the 10 men to be 
brought in for intensive question- 
ing by Funcinpec officials and the 
media saying: "The questions and 
answers will have to come later 
on." 

"These guys have to be under 
control of Hun Sen. no one will be 
allowed to touch them.” he said. 


Last Muslim Enclave Survives the 
War But Not the Peace 


GORAZDE. BOSNIA HERZE- 
GOVINA (AFP) - Brutally, be- 
sieged for nearly four years, this 
isolated and battered Muslim en- 
clave survived lo see ilie end of 
llic war but its Allure in peacetime 
is hoi assured. 

"Living conditions arc gelling 
belter," said Muncrcva linavovic. 
a French teacher at a local school. 
Bm. site quickly added: "There is 
no w oik. Gomzdc remains an en- 
clave. One cannot travel freely 
and the corridor is noi reliable." 

Muncrcva. 55. lived through 
(lie agony of (lie town, when il 
uas bombarded and starved of 
food and materials by the Bosnian 
Serbs. Bui she doesn't like to re- 
member this difficult time. "All 
that is past We survived." she 
su’d dismissive (y. 

Her husband, a former agricul- 
tural engineer, was more optiniis- 
lic. After years of privation and 
fear, lie savors the return of a sem- 
blance of normality. 

"I regularly draw my pension. 
84 German marks (about 534). 
and with this I can live." lie said. 
"During llic war. one packet of 
cigarettes cost 100 marks on the 
black niatkct. when you could 
And them." lie remembers. 

However, he despairs of one 
day recovering his, orchard, now 
on live other side bf the former 
front line in the hands of the what 
lie calls the "Chemiks". the de- 
rogatory term used bv Muslims 
for their former enemies, the 
Seibs. 

Twenty kilometers (12.5 
miles) from Gomzdc in die nearby 
Serb tow it of Cnjnicc. Mayor 
Dusko Komjaca. said: "Relations 
'villi tlie Muslims arc not very 
good." 

"We live in relative peace, a 
son of cokl war." he said. "The 
two communities will live to- 
liCIticr again, but not immediately.

Gorazde is a pocket of 350 
square kilometers. (137 square 
miles) with a population of some 
30.000 people. Living conditions 
for everyone are difficult Few 
houses remain undamaged by die 
siege and the town is due to spend 
its fifth winter without running 
drinking water and isolated from 
the rest of the country. 

Engineers from several contin- 
gents of NATO peacekeepers 
have worked to make a narrow 
din track linking Gorazde with 
Sarajevo navigable.

“Tlie viability of Gorazde and

The alternative for Gorazde s 
inhabitants are roads that pass 
through areas controlled by the 
Bosnian Serbs. Old enmities have 
not been forgotten and cars from 
the enclave are frequently stopped 
or stoned as they pass through 
Serb-held towns. 

The project promised under 
Dayton to provide a four-line 
highway is prohibitively expen- 
sive. some $200 million accord- 
ing to the ICRC. 

"Militarily, the enclave is de- 
fenseless. Economically, it is not 
viable." estimates a Western offi- 
cial. "Tlie Europeans have already 
written off the enclave. It is not 
certain tiiat Gorazde will remain a 
pan of the (Muslim-Croat) federa- 
tion." one of two entities that 


share power in post-war Bosnia.

Gorazde. Nearly $20 million have 
already been spent since the Day- 
ton Peace Accords were signed a 
year ago.

But he insisted that "If there is 
ara tension, it does not come 
from the Funcinpec side." 

"As you are very well aware. I

the prince told reporters. 

He added that he thought such 
unsupported allegations were 
"bad for the country." 

In liis speech. Hun Sen said

made he had ordered all "military 
units who are faithful to peace and 
(who) support my action" to be on 
alert for threats against the defec- 
tors but had neglected to protect 
his brother-in-law. 

"That was my mistake." he 
said. 

But he appealed for Khmer 
Rouge moles Itidden around the 
country to come out and defect, 
promising that even the men who 
killed his brother-in-law would 
receive amnesty.

HK Party Splits Over 
China’s Legislature Plan 


HONG KONG (Reuter) - A pro- 
democracy party which plays a 
pivotal role in Hong Kong's Leg- 
islative Council split on Monday 
after it decided to join the contro- 
versial interim legislature which is 
set to replace the Council in mid- 
1997. 

Sixteen members of the Asso- 
ciation for Democracy and Peo- 
ple's Livelihood (ADPL) resigned 
when party leaders decided to al- 
low members to join the "provi- 
sional legislature" which Beijing 
has vowed to install when Britain 
hands rhe territory back to China at 
midnight on June 30 next year. 

The three-week nomination pe- 
riod for the provisional body 
opened on Monday. 

"They should pay the price for 
such a political decision," Wong 
Chun-Ki. a spokesman for the 16 
rebels, told reporters. 

- Wong said the rebels would 
form a new political party and con- 
tinue to fight China's plan to set up 
the interim body. 

Party Chairman Frederick Fung 
glossed over the rift. "I can under- 
stand their decision, as we have a 
very different view on the issue." 
he told reporters. 

The ADPL has four seats in the 
present 60-mem ber Legislative 
Council. Its voting habits in the 
Assembly range from pro-demoo- 
racy to pro-China and sometimes 
abstention on controversial issues, 
making it a pivotal group. 

China, angered by democratic 
electoral reforms enacted in the 
rwilight years of colonial rule, has 
vowed to scrap the elected legisla- 
ture and appoint a provisional 
chamber. 


Tlie interim body will be cho- 
sen on December 21 by the 400- 
strong selection committee, the 
same China-backed body that will 
appoint Hong Kong's first post- 
1997 chief executive. 

Hong Kong's Pro-Democracy > 
Movement has criticized these* 
moves as a way to snuff out de- 
mocracy after the handover. 

Tlie Democratic Party, the terri- 
tory's largest, has sworn to boycott ; 
the provisional legislature. It. 
claims the selection process for' 
members of the 60-seat body and 
the chief executive by the China- 
appointed electoral college is un- 
democratic. 

But more than 56 pro-Beijing 
politicians and former legislators 
collected application forms for the 
contest on the first day of a three- 
week nomination period. Legisla- 
tor Chim Pui-Chun was the first to 
return his form. 

"Of course, competing in the 
provisional legislature is much 
more convenient (compared with _ 
the 1995 Legislative Council elec- 
tion)," Tang Siu-Tong. a former 
legislator, told reporters. 

Tang lost out to a Democratic 
Party member in the 1995 legisla- 
tive elections. 

A dozen pro-democracy activ-« 
ists staged a protest outside the of- 
fice of the China-appointed 
Preparatory Committee, which is 
overseeing Hong Kong's transi- 
tion to Chinese sovereignty. 

The activists urged Beijing not 
to scrap the provisional legislature 
and called for a direct election for 
the legislature immediately after 
the handover. 


Malaysian PM Urges 
ASEAN to "Think Carefully" 
and Accept Burma 


KUALA LUMPUR. MALAY- 
SIA (AFP) - Malaysian Prime 
Minister Mahathir Mohamad yes- 
terday prodded ASEAN to "think 
very carefully" and accept Burma 
as a member, saying "arm-twist- 
ing" will not succeed in democra- 
tizing Rangoon. 

In an interview with Singapore- 
based Asia Business News televi- 
sion. Mahathir said he believed in 
the "constructive engagement" 
policy adopted by the Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations on 
Burma. 

"We think that if *ou cur them 


( Burma) from the resi of the world, 
they will not understand at all how 
a tree market works, how democ- 
racy works." Mahathir said in the 
interview. 

"The best way to democratize 
any country is to expose them to 
democratic processes so that they 
will not fear democratic proc- 
esses." he added.
